By teletype dated 2/28/Q4, New York suggested ©mi- 
tact with BAILEY BALKEN of Dallas, who was well acquainted 
with aubjeot. Inquiry in Dallas revealed this man is now in 
either the Los Angeles or San Francisco areas, and teletype 
was a«$t to those offices on 3/10/04 requesting j&fc hWtaw with him. 

MAX CLARK, DE MOHRENSCHI LDT ’s attorney and personal 
friend, has been thoroughly interviewed, and there is no indi- 
cation that he ever intimated in any way that he had ever been 
with the Bureau, and interview with DE MOHRENSCHI LDT reveals 
that this was an assumption on his part based on his knowledge 
that CLARK had once been a security officer at Convair in Fort 
Worth. Accordingly, CLARK is not being re interviewed. 


Because of DE MOHRENSCHI IDT* s complete retraction 
of his earlier allegation, further investigation in this regard 
does not appear warranted, and is not being conducted. 
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
